LETTER FROM TOMMY 
BROOKS TO LADIES’ AUX. 

Dear Friends:- 

Here I am again to say hello and 
to thank you for the lovely parcel 
you sent me on July 7th. It was 
really a dandy one and I certainly 
appreciated it. 1 also wish to thank 
you for two lots of cigarettes I re¬ 
ceived lately. They really help out 
a lot. 

1 had hoped by this time I would 
be on the road home, but no luck 
so far. By the looks of things now, 
it will be spring before I get back 
to Canada again. ’ 

I’m on a pretty big job over here 
just now. There is a small detach¬ 
ment of us controlling a supply 
depot for UNRRA. There Are 42 
Germans working at the depot for 
us and it is our job to see that 
they issue and store the supplies 
correctly. 

We are feeding sixteen camps of 
14,000 Polish displaced personnel 
and one camp of German internees. 
Our transports consist of ten, 10- 
toq trucks which haul out 75 tons 
of -food a day to the camps. 

UNRRA has four such depots as 
thd one at Leer in N.W. Germany, 
so you can see there is a big job 
to do here yet. 

The food situation for the Ger¬ 
man people is going to be very bad 
lids winter and we expect that 
there might be trouble with them 
later on. A hungry man can get 
pretty desperate when there is 
figod in sight. I hope we have no 
trbuble with them. 

Well, how is everything around 
litt.e old Vulcan t,his faH? Suppose 
all the fall work is finished and 
you are ready for another one? I 
hear you had a little dirty weath- 
er for harvesting. That’s not so 
good, is it? 

It Ls interesting to drive on the 
highways in Germany and see the 
hundreds of people, old and young, 
coming and going. Some are walk¬ 
ing, some have bicycles, and some 
lr>ve a horse and cart. They are 
all loaded "3own _ wifh a big pack 
on their backs or are carrying a 
suitcase, sometimes both. 

Some of them are out from the 
cities in search of food from the 
farmers and others are returning 
home from the Rhineland and the 
Russion zone. 

WeH, such is life in Germany, 
friends, and I am getting used to it 
and hard-hearted towards it now. 
I will be damned gladd to get back 
to a good country again. 

Say hello to mother for me if 
she is there. I guess I will say bye 
bye this time hoping to see you all 
some time In the future.—Sincere¬ 
ly—Tommy Brooks.

r Farmers selling all types of poultry, 
except turkeys, direc. to consumers are 
permitted a 25% markup over the whole¬ 
sale ceiling prices established for the zone 
in which they are located. Turkey producers 
are allowed a 20% markup, over the 
wholesale level. 


Potato Storage Allowance 

(Order A-1560 now in effect) 

A storage allowance of 5c per 75-lb. bag 
of potatoes and 7c per 100-lb. bag is 
allowed on November 1. Another 5c per 
75-lb. bag and 6c per 100-lb. bag may be 
'added on December 1, and another 5c per 
75-lb. bag and 7c per 100-lb. bag on 
January 1, 1946. There will be no storage 
adjustment for February but monthly in¬ 
creases will be resumed on March 1. 


Buy-to Vulcan whenever possible. 


Coupons covering farmer sales or farm household consumption of meat and butter, and 
sales of preserves must be forwarded to Local Ration Boards in primary producers' envelopes 
(RB-61). Reports for November should reach the Local Ration Boards not later than December 10.

Farmers are required to send in "M” coupons to the Local Ration Board for meat they 
consume, and meat they sell to farmer neighbours at the rate of 4 lb s, per coupon. Farmers 
who slaughter meat need not turn in at the end of the month more than half the valid meat 
coupons in the ration books of their household. Farmers who purchase meat from other farmers 
must surrender to the selling farmer 1 one meat coupon for every 4 lbs. of meat purchased, even 
if this means surrendering coupons not yet valid. - •

Any excess of farm 
slaughtered meat over the farmer’s or his neighbour's needs may be sold only to the holder 
of a regular slaughter permit in quantities not less than a quarter of Beef or a Side of Pork. 
Sheep, lamb or calves slaughtered by the farmer for his own or his neighbours' use may notlse 
sold into the meat trade. 

Licensed slaughterer's quotas for cattle have been temporarily suspended and until 
further notice a licensed slaughterer may slaughter all the cattle needed for his requirements.

The Reinstatement in Civil Employment Act, 
passed by Parliament in 1942, sets forth 
conditions under which employers MUST 
REINSTATE their former employees in their 
employment after discharge. 

This Act and its Regulations r.re adminis¬ 
tered by the Dominion Minister of Labour, 
through the National Employment Service. 
Reinstatement Officers are available in the 
National Employment Offices to answer in¬ 
quiries, and assist in adjusting cases. 

Employees — either men. or women — are 
to be reinstated if: 


American Plan 
Army Training 


President Truman has recom¬ 
mended a year’s military training 
for young men between 17 years 
and 20 years. His idea is a small 
professional army supplemented 
with a reserve of trained young 
men. 

Speaking in terms of the atomic 
bpmb he said .that force of that na¬ 
ture required protection to over¬ 
come attack, and to direct the 
bomb against the enemy’s own ter¬ 
ritory. " 

His idea was that young men 
should be given training either on 
graduation from high school or 
round the age of 18 years. He 
would include all young men in 
the training even though they were 
not fit for actual combat and would 
allow no exemptions, except total 
physical disability. He said that 
this period of basic training in 
time of need might mean the mar¬ 
gin of difference between survival 
id or complete destruction. 

1 * A continuing military set-up 
would include a small regular ar¬ 
my, navy and marine corps; a 
greatly strengthened National 
Guard, and a general reserve of all 
male citizens who have had train-

(a) they worked for their employer 3 months 
immediately prior to enlistment, and yvere 
. not replacing another employee who has 
since been reinstated; 

• (b) they left their employment to' join the 
Armed Services, the Merchant Marine, or 
the Fire Fighters Corps; ' 

(c) they apply to their employer for reinstate¬ 
ment, verbally or in writing, within 3 
months following discharge in Canada or *~ 
4 months if discharged Overseas. 

Provision, may be made for extension of time if the 
employee’s health prevenfs him or her from returning 
within the specified three months. In this event, the 
employer must be advised within the 3 or 4 months, 
as the case -may be. 

The following points in the legislation are 
also important: 

1. Discharged tnen and women upon reinstate¬ 
ment are to be given conditions not less 
favourable than would have been enjoyed had 
they .continued in empjoyifleni; instead of 
joining the Forces. 

2. The period of time spent with the Armed 
Services is to count for seniority rights, pen¬ 
sion rights, vacations with pay, and’ certain 
other benefits. 

3. Discharged personnel ’ who car.not perform 
their former duties are to be reinstated in 
the most suitable employment available, at 
which they are capable of working. - 

4. If an employer dismisses a reinstated em¬ 
ployee within 6 months, he must be able to 
prove in court that he nad reasonable cause
